Some years Ago the Massachusetts Legislature was asked to 


make provision for some allowance lo Spanish war veterans 
faking civil service examinations. 'It/was felt by friends of the 
proposed -legislation that tin's woukl; be a proper way in which 
U> recognize the,, services of the1 ihen who had bp£n at the 
f-.rdKt, but at that time the sticklers for the strict application of 
civil service rules were in the majority and the movement in 
behalf of the veterans was turned down in spile of the pro- 
tests and cfTortswf those who believed the veterans entitled lo 
the recognition proposed, and there the mailer eiidedr— for Ihe 
time being.
